1. Yesterday afternoon I received a telephone call from Oliver North, 
who had just heard from Bud McFarlane on Air Force One. Bud was very much 
concerned about the status of a Joint Analysis Center on Terrorism that 
apparently had been proposed a couple of months ago, and according to North 
had been supported by both you and John. (C) 

2. This Center, according to North, had been designed along the lines of 
the CAJIT; i.e., would include analysts, photo interpreters, and SIGINT/HUMINT 
experts, as necessary, to do an in-depth, round-the-clock analysis on 
terrorism. For your further background, this type of analytical facility was 
considered last fall after the Beirut Marine bombing. It was rejected in lieu 
of the current FLASHBOARD system, which is a means whereby we can tie together 
each Agency's current terrorist analytical centers by electronic means. It is 
my own perception from talking to North that McFarlane (and I presume the 
President) would want to go further than FLASHBOARD and create a dedicated 
twenty-four-hour analytical center. There could be some objections from those 
who are reluctant to share sensitive sources and methods in an all -source. 
Integrated center; but, it is my own recommendation to you that the combined 
center approach should be fully supported. (S/NF)
